Cre^f.  a  grey-houniVs  head  ermine,  goi'^ed  v.ifh  a  col'av  g'.les, 
rimmed  and  ringed  o?-."' 

It  may  be  wo'-tli  iioticin-j-  that  heraldically  the  amis  of  the  I'nited  Stat'-"s, 
viz.:  '•' paly  of  thircuen  nr.or.t  a;hl  gules,  a  c!ii_f  .iziire,"  bour  a  st'ong'^r 
resemblance  to  the  arm^  of  Belcher  than  they  do  to  those  of  \Yashingt'.>n. 
The  colors  indeed  are  ditferent  and  the  nunil>er  of  po.lcs  is  doc'iled.  Yet  the 
principle  of  the  f'.vo  coats  is  identical.  Tlic  V»'ushington  arms  are  as  dilTi3r- 
ent  as  possible,  having  no  chief,  and  havlnir  l.uirs  in'^tead  of  palus, /.  e.  hori- 
zontal stripes  instead  of  perpendicular  ones.  Although  our  natioi'al  I'^tg 
may  be  founded  on  the  Wrt>ti1ngtoii  coat  of  arms,  it  is  certain  tiiat  our  na- 
tional seal  is  not  ;  fur  as  the  ditterence  between  a  bar  aii'i  a  p\ie  is  i^ne  '-'^ 
the  greatest  possible  in  simple  shi^dds,  any  such  change  destroy-,  the  ideut-ty 
of  ccars.
